Ibtetorical  S^ctcb,

'*  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  \vas  founded  in  Antigo- 
nis'i,  in  1855,  by  the  Right  Revd.  Colin  Francis  McKinnon, 
Bishop  of  Arichat.  The  principal  object  which  the  vener- 
able prelate  had  in  view  in  establishing  a  College  in  Eastern 
Nova  Scotia,  was  the  education  of  students  aspiring  to  the 
priesthood.  Since  then  its  scope  has  broadened,  and  while 
the  original  object  of  its  foundation  has  never  been  over- 
looked, its  aim  for  many  years  past  has  been  to  furnish  a 
liberal  and  thorough  education,  thus  fitting  its  stvidents  for 
any  of  the  learned  iirofessions."  (1) 

Rev.  Dr.  Cameron  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  then  ex- 
tensive parish  of  Antigonish  during  the  summer  of  1855.  In 
the  autumn  of  that  year  he  was  appointed  Rector  of  St. 
Francis  Xavier's  College  which  had  just  been  founded  by  the 
late  Archbishop  McKinnon.  "'  The  Bishop  being  absent  in 
Europe,  it  was  Dr.  Cameron  Avho  presided  at  the  opening  of 
the  new  College.  It  ivas  then,  called  St.  Irancis  Xarier's- 
College "  (2).  Thus  there  was  associated  with  the  in- 
stitution from  its  very  infancy  the  venerable  prelate  to  whose 
zeal  for  its  welfare,  and  generous  sacrifices  in  its  belialf ,  the 
College  of  St.  Francis  Xavier  is  so  deeply  indebted  for  the 
very  enviable  position  which  it  occupies  to-day  among  the 
educational  institutions  of  Canada  "  (3)  *.

*A  qviestion  has  recently  been  raised  as  to  Avhether  the  opening 
of  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  in  Antigonish  should  l)e  regarded  as 
a  continuation  of  the  Arichat  School,  oi'  rather  a  new  and  distinct 
foundation.  The  compilers  of  the  sketch  given  last  year  referred 
to  testimony  given  by  persons  connected  with  the  institution  at 
Arichat  and  others,  which  is  placed  in  the  Archives  of  the  College 
for   future  reference.     It   is   only   fair   now   to   publish   testimony 

which  shows  that  the  opening  of   the  College  in  Antigonish  was 
regarded  by  its  contemporaries  as  a  new  and  distinct  foundation, 

and  officially  legarded  as   such  by  the  legislatiue. 

"  The  Granunar  School  at  St.  Andrew's  *  *  *  was  founded 
in  the  summer  of  18:68,  within  the  first  year  of  the  Revd.  Dr.  Mc- 
Kinnon's  incumbency  as  parish  priest  of   St  Andrew's.      Since  its 


•establislimeiit  it  has  given  general  satisfaction.  It  has  been  con- 
•dnct('(l(f()r  fourteen  yeai-s)  under  the  tuition  of  several  able  teachei-s. 
Several  of  the  young  clergyuien  of  our  Diocese  have  studied  in  this 
SvhtnA  theiv  Li^crac  Hinninitori'N;  besides  *  *  *  a  strong  corps 
•of  the  pedagogues  of  the  County  look  to  this  institutiiin  with  tlie 
veneration  due  to  Ahtm  Mafer/'—  The  Cai^kcf,  Nor.  l.Jf/i,  IH.IJ. 

"  The  Rt.  R:^v.  Dr.  Mc-Kinnon  took  leave  of  his  old  parishioners 
of  St.  Andrew's  (on  AVednesday,  11th  May,  1838),  on  his  way  to 
^issunie  the  duties  and  to  occui)y  the  Sea  of  the  Eastern  Diocese. 
His  Lordship  in  his  farewell  address  recalled  to  mind  the  scenes 
of  his  pasl^oral  labors;  but  in  no  way  did  he  more  fiimly  en- 
force these  truths  or  render  dear  the  ties  which  had  bound  him  to 
St.  Andrew's,  a-;  a  priest  of  the  Gosptd,  than  in  his  beautiful  inculca- 
tions of  the'  ne -essity  of  duty  towards  his  successor." — The  Casket, 

Mdtj   I'lth,    IrSoo. 

"On  Wednesday,  (July  20th,  1853,  within  the  first  year  of  his 
episcopacy,  at  the  seat  of  the  Eastern  Diocese),  His  Lordship  Di-. 
McKinnon  opened  a  Seminary  at  Arichat  on  a  principle  which  is 
likely  to  produce  a  new  ei-a  in  the  history  of  Education  in  this 
Diocese.  Ntj  one,  in  justice,  can  deny  that  every  praise  is  due 
the  Rt.  Revd.  Doctor  for  his  exertions  in  the  diffusion  of 
learning  since  his  first  taking  upon  himself  the  <  are  of 
his  flock  in  the  neighboring  parish  of  St.  Andrew's.  DiU'ing  the 
period  of  his  paiochial  mission  there,  he  was  indefatigable  in  the 
cause,  not  only  by  encouraging  schools,  but  supplying  in  person  the 
place  of  a  teacher  to  the  moi-e  advanced  pupils.  And  no\v  that  he 
has  been  elevated  to  a  position  wherein  his  talent  and  energy  may 
be  more  advantageously  and  effectually  exei'cised  for  the  gof)d  of 
his  people,  he  has  dii-ected  the  power  of  his  mind  to  establish  more 
important  institutions  than  has  hitherto  been  lewarded  with  suc- 
cess. We  understand  that  the  Rt.  Revd.  Doctor  has  procured  the 
services  of  the  most  eminent  scholars  in  his  Diocese  to  take  charge 
of  the  Seminary."—  Tlic  Cu.^kcf,  July  28th,  ISd.i. 

Ill  1854,  Revd.  Dr.  Cameron  returned  from  Rome  where 
he  graduated  in  Divinity  and  Philosophy  Avith  honor  to  him- 
self and  credit  to  his  native  parish  of  St.  Andi*ew's,  and  to 
the  St.  Andrew's  Grammar  School  where  he  received  his  early 
training.  On  his  return  he  was  appointed  Rector  of  the 
Arichat  Seminary  in  succession  to  Revd.  Dr.  Schulte,  who  was 
then  appointed  parish  priest  of  Pictou. 

Ill  1855,  His  Lordship  Bishop  McKinnon  founded  St. 
Fi-ancis  Xavier's  College,  which  received  a  Provincial  Grant 
of  $1000.00,  as  St.  Francis  Xariers  College,  as  shown  by 
evidence  fi'om  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Education, 
at  Halifax,  which  is  ]jlaced  in  the  Archives  of  the  College  for 
inspection. 

These  facts  gleaned  from  the  columns  of  TJie  Casket 
and  other  sources,  show  that  while  the  St.  Andrews  Grammar 


School  and  the  Ariehat  Academy,  coutiuued  their  careers 
of  usefulness  in  their  respective  localities  long  after  the 
Rt.  Revd.  C.  F.  3IcKinnon  founded  St.  Francis  Xavier's 
College  at  Antigonish  in  1855,  the  more  advanced  pupils 
of  St,  Andrew's  and  Ariehat  Schools  removed  to  Anti- 
gonish to  participate  in  the  greater  facilities  for  education 
offered  by  the  new  College,  as  soon  as  opened  by  Revd.  Dr. 
Cameron  in  the  autiunn  of  1855. 

The  St.  Andrew's  Grammar  School  in  1855,  and  following 
years,  received  the  usual  Grammer  School  grant  from  the 
local  authorities. 

"  For  the  half-year  ended  31st  October,  1854,  £50  were  granted  to 
the  Ariehat  Academy.  In  18.55,  (the  year  St.  F.  Xavier's  College 
was  opened  in  Antigonish)  £100  were  granted;  and  the  same 
amount  was  granted  in  1856  and  1857."— .S'h^^.  of  EdnmHon,  Dec. 
J  3th,  1901. 

"For  the  years  you  mention  (1855,  18.53,  1857)  grants  of  money 
were  voted  for  St."  Francis  Xavier's  as  a  College.'"—  Education 
Office,  May  20th,  10v.i. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  St.  Francis  Xavier's  "  as  a 
College,"'  was  founded  in  the  autumn  of  1855,  at  Antigonish, 
and  so  recognized  by  the  Provincial  Legislature. 

In  1806  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  received  University 
poAvers  by  the  following  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Nova 
Scotia  : 

An  Act  to  Enable  the  College  of  St.   Francis  Xavier's  at 
Antigonish,  to  confer  Degrees. 

(Passed  the  7th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1866). 

Beit  eriacfed  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly,  asfolloivs: 

1.  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College,  at  Antigonish,  shall  be  held 
and  taken  to  be  an  University,  with  all  and  every  the  usual  privi- 
leges of  such  an  institution,  and  that  the  students  in  the  said  College 
shall  have  the  liberty  and  the  privilege  of  taking  the  degrees  of 
Bachelor,  Master  and  Doctor  in  the  several  Arts  and  Faculties,  at 
the  appointed  times,  and  shall  have  power  within  themselves,  of 
performmg  all  the  scholastic  exercises  necessary  for  the  conferring 
of  such  degrees  as  shall  he  directed  by  the  statutes,  rules  and  ordin- 
ances of  the  College. 

In  1880,  during  the  presidency  of  the  Revd.  Dr.  Angus 
Cameron,  the  eastern  wing  of  the  present  College  buildings 
was  erected.  Of  the  funds  required  for  its  completion.  His 
Lordship   Bishop   Cameron  contributed  over  six    thousand 


dollar-;;  the  rest  of  the  clei  j;y  about  two  thousand  seven 
hundred  dollars. 

In  1S81,  thi^  Provhieial  grant.  Avliieh  varied  from  eight  to 
fifteen  hundred  dollar.-^  a  year  was  withdrawn,  and  His  Lord- 
ship Bishop  Cameron  appealed  to  the  people  of  the  Diocese 
to  form  an  endowment  fund.  For  this  purpose  the  sum  of 
over  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  collected  and  invested. 

Ill  1<S82  a  Board  of  Governors  was  organized  under  the 
following  Act  :

1.  The  Right  .Reverend  John  Cameron,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Arichat,  and  his  succe.s.-iors  in  office  canonicallv  appointed,  together 
with  rhe  Revd.  John  Shaw.  P.  P.,  Revd.  Neil  McNeil,  D.  D.,  WilHani 
Girroir,-Esq.,  J.  P.,  and  Colin  F.  Mclsaac,  Esq.,  Barrister,  shall  be 
a  body  politic-  and  covpcnate  liy  the  name  of  the  "  Governors  of  St. 
Fiancis  Xavier's  College,  An  igonish." 

2.  The  eorpoi'ation  hereby '  created  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  a  coMunon  sea',  and  shall  have  power  to  take  by  dona- 
tion, deed,  devise,  bequest,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  howsoever,  real 
and  personal  proi^erty,  and  to  sell  and  convey  the  same. 

3.  The  four  last  named  members  of  the  said  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, under  the  fir-it  section  of  this  Act;  shall  continue  to  hold 
ofifice  until  death,  resignation,  or  permanent  removal  from  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  l)ut  if  any  of  them  shall  cease  to  be  in 
comnumion  with  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  he  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Corpoi'ation  herel)y  created. 

4.  Any  vacancy  nliich  may  from  time  to  time  occur  among 
the  said  Governors,  shall  be  sajvplied  bv  the  election  of  a  person  in 
communion  witli  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  by  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Corporation,  subject,  however,  to*^  the  notification 
and  approval  of  the  said  Bishop  of  Arichat  and  to  his  successors. 
The  terju  of  otflce  of  the  persons  so  elected  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
mentioned  in  the  third  section  of  this  Act. 

5.  The  Corporation  hereby  created  may  from  time  to  time 
make  statutes,  rides  and  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  Province,  for  the  manageuK^nt  of  the  said  College,  and  all 

matters  appertaining  thereto,  and  for  the  management  of  the  funds 
and  property  entrusted  to  it,  and  may  appoint  the  professors  and 
teachers  in  the  said  College,  and  remove  them  from  time  to  time, 
and  regulate  the  salaries  to  be  paid  to  them.  The  exercise  of  any 
of  the  ]K)wers  mentioned  in  this  section  shall,  however,  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  said  Bishop  of  Arichat  for  the  time  being  and 
his  successors. 

6.  The  said  College  of  St.  Francis  Xaviev  shall  continue  to  be 
a  Universi.y,  with  all  and  everv  the  usual  privileges  of  such  institu- 
tions. 


1.  The  Goi'poration  hereby  created  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
Ti-easurei',  Secretary,  and  .such  other  officei-.s  and  servants  that  they 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  purpcjses  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  may  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
ilollars. 

The  i-emoval  from  the  Pi-ovince  of  the  Right  Rev.  Neil 
McNeil.  D.  D..  now  Bishop  of  Nilopolis,  made  vacant,  under 
Section  3  of  the  above  Act,  the  office  of  Governor,  hekl  by 
him,  and  rendered  necessary  the  election  of  a  sxiccessor.  In 
the  autum  of  1895  the  remaining  Governors  chose  the  Very 
Rev.  James  M.  Quinan,  D.  D.,  V.  G.,.  to  fill  the  vacant 
Governorship. 

The  folloAving  amendm*^nt  was  made  necessary  in  1887  by 
a  change  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese  : 

An  Act  to  Amend  Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Governors  op  St.  Francis 
Xavier's  College." 

(Passed  the  3rd  day  of  May,  1887.) 

1.  Tlie  word  "Arichat,"  wherever  it  appears  in  the 
several  sections  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  struck  out,  and  the 
word  "Antigonish  "  substituted  therefor. 

In  1888  another  amendment  Avas  made  to  enable  the  Board 
to  borrow  money  needed  to  erect  new  buildings. 

An  Act  to  A.mend  Chapter  77  op  the  Acts  op  1882,  Entitled 
AN  "Act  to  Incorporate,  Etc." 

(Passed  the  16th  day  of  April,  1888.) 

Bf  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,   Council  and  Assembly,   «.s 
folloivs  ; 

1.  Section  two  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  following  words  : 

"  The  said  Corporation  may  boiTow  a  sum  of  money,  not  ex- 
ceeding sixteen  thousand  dollars  for  repairing  and  enlarging  the 
College  building  at  Antigonish,  and  shall  pay  the  same  in  four 
annual  instalments,  with  interest,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  such  inteiestto  be  paid  annually.  The  loan  may 
be  obtained  at  once,  or  in  portions  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
Governors  may  require  the  same,  and  they  shall  give  the  lenders 
debentin-es  or  coupons  for  the  amount  of  the  loan,  the  interest 
on  which  shall  be  paid  annually.  The  loan  shall  be  a  charge  upon 
the  land  and  personal  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  not  against 
the  individual  members  thereof." 
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111  l.SSS,  (luiiii.tj:  the  i^residency  of  Rev.  Neil  MoXeil,  D.  D., 
now  IJisho])  of  Nilo])olis,  the  sum  montioued  iu  the  above 
aineiulinent  was  borrowed  and  the  new  building  completed. 

A  further  amendment  was  made  in  18J1  to  legalize  the 
election  by  the  Alumni  Association,  recently  establishefl, 
of  two  additional  Governors.     It  is  the  following  :

1.  Section  one  of  Chapter  77,  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  is  hereby 
Hiiienrled  by  adding  after  the  word  "Barrister,"  in  the  fifth  line, 
the  words  "And  two  persons  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Ahnnni 
Association  of  St.  Francis  Xa\-ier's  College. 

2.  Section  four  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 
words  "Named  in  section  three  of  said  Act,"  after  the  woid 
"  Governors  "  in  the  second  line  thereof. 

In  1895,  during  the  presidency  of  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Chisholm. 
D.  D..  the  college  buildings  were  enlarged  by  an  addition  to 
the  western  wing.  This  new  Aving  was  sixty  feet  by  forty, 
the  third  story  serving  as  an  infirmary,  and  the  rest  devoted 
exclusively  to  domestic  purposes. 

In  1896,  an  amendment  to  th«  Act  incorporating  the 
Board  of  Governors  AVas  made  to  enable  the  College  to  borrow 
money  for  the  further  enlargement  of  the  buildings.  This 
amendment  was  supplemented  by  another  in  1897,  legalizing 
the  holding,  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  of  property  to  the 
value  of  two  hundred  thousanfl  dollars. 

In  1897,  the  Convent  for  the  Sisters  of  St.  Martha,  who 
have  charge  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  College,  was  com- 
pleted. It  may  here  be  remarked,  that,  since  these  de^'oted 
religious  have  been  in  control  of  this  department,  the 
j^reatest  satisfaction  has  been  given. 

In  1900,  tlie  Act  of  Incorporation  was  further  amen(le<l  :

SYLLABUS. 

Any  graduate  of  this  College,  or  any  student  successfully 
inirsiiing  the  last  year  of  the  Course  of  Arts  or  Letters,  may 
applj'  foi-  a  certificate  of  Honours  in  the  department  of  Eng- 
lish Language  and  Literature  :  but  in  the  case  of  an  under- 
graduate-applicant, no  certificate  will  be  aAvarded  until  a 
degree  has  been  obtained  at  the  close  of  the  Academic  year. 
Such  certificates  will  be  awarded  to  eligible  candidates  who 
shall  have  passed  the  Preliminary  Honours  Examination  and 
the  Final  Honours  Examination. 

PRELLMINARY    HONOURS   EXAMINATION  —  1902-1903. 

Candidates  intending  to  present  themselves  for  English 
Honours  shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November  of  each  Academic  year.  All  candidates 
must  pass  the  preliminary  examination,  Avhich  will  be  held 
between  the  1st  and  7th  days  of  January  of  each  year,  on 
such  particular  days  as  may  appear  to  be  most  convenient  for 
the  majority  of  candidates.  In  1903,  the  Examination  will 
be  held  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  January  2nd  and  3rd.  On 
application,  the  Faculty  may  arrange  to  have  a  special  Pre- 
liminary Examination  in  July.  In  January,  1903,  the  Prelim- 
inary Honours  Examination  will  cover  the  ground  outlined 
below.

FINAL   HONOURS   EXAMINATION. 

Those  intending  to  present  themselves  for  the  F'inal 
Honours  Examination,  which  will  be  held  in  1903,  on  or  about 
Wednesday  or  Thursday,  July  9th  and  10th,  or  on  such  earlier 
dates  as  may  ap])eai-  more  convenient,  shall  give  notice  of 
their  intention  in  that  regard  on  or  before  the  first  of  March. 

At  the  Final  Honours  Examination  it  will  be  necessary 
for  a  candidate   to  write  only  on  two  of    the  Divisions   (a) 
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(b),  and  (c),  or  on  (d)  or  (e)  — given  below.     These  divisions 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

(a)  Anglo-Saxon  and  Early  and  Middle  English. 

(b)  Science  of  Language,   Philology,   and  the  History 

and  Structure  of  the  English  Language. 

(c)  Histoiy  of  Great  Bi'itain.   Canada  and  the  United 

States,  and  the  Constitutions  of  these  countries. 

(d)  English  Poetry  and  English  Drama  (including  his- 

tory and  criticism  thereof). 

(e)  Rhetoric  and  English  Prose  (including  history  and 

criticism  thereof). 

To  be  successful  in  1903,  a  candidate  at  the  Final  Honours 
Examination  need  take  but  two  of  the  1st,  2nd,  tind  3rd 
Divisions  first  above  naiued,  or  the  4t]i  or  the  5th  [/.  e.,  any 
two  of  Divisions  (a),  (b),  and  (c) ;  OR,  one  of  the  latter  two,  /. 
e.,  Divisions  (d);  or,  Division  (e).]  For  instance,  a  candidate 
that  passes  the  Preliminary  Honours  Examination,  and  an 
Examination  either  on  Division  (d)  or  Division  (e)  of  the 
Final,  will  be  entitled  to  the  Certificate  of  Honours  in  English 
Language  and  Literature.

In  (c)  a  general  knowledge  of  the  principal  events  in  the 
history  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  will  be  required,  and 
also  a  detailed  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  Norman  Period, 
and  of  the  Reigns  of  Henry  VII  and  Henry  VIII.  such  as  can  be 
obtained  from  a  careful  study  of  these  times  as  in  Lingard's 
Histortj  of  England  (unabridged) ;  and  also  a  detailed  knowledge 
of  later  British  History,  as  contained  in  Justin  McCarthy's 
History  of  Our  Own  Times,  or  an  equivalent.  No  other  Text 
Book  is  at  present  prescribed  ;  but,  for  general  knowledge  of 
British  History  Burke's  Abridgement  of  Lingard's  History,  the 
Nova  Scotia  Text  Book  on  British  History  and  (Green's  Short 
History  of  the  English  People,  indicate  the  extent  of  work  required. 

Candidates  will  be  expected  to  know  thoroughly  all  important 
events  in  Canadian  History,  and  to  be  familiar  with  the  various 
steps  in  the  colonization  of  the  different  Provinces. 

Dr.  Bourinot's  History  of  Canada  {Story  of  the  Nations* 
Series)  or  Professor  Roberts'  work  on  the  same  subject,  or  some 
equivalent  must  be  carefully  studied.  An  acquaintance  with  the 
Canadian  Constitution  (The  B.  N.  A.  Act  of  1867),  Houston's 
Constitutional  iJocuynents,  and  ,  Pope's  Confederation  Documents., 
will  also  be  required. 

A  general  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  United  States  (but 
not  a  detailed  knowledge)  from  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
will  be  necessary ;  and  also  an  acquaintance  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  the  dilTerence  between  it  and  that  of 
Canada,  etc. 

Division  (d)— Poetry  and  the  Drama. 

In  (d)  a  general  knowledge  of  the  lives,  times,  and  most  ini

p^rtant  woiks  of  Chanser,  Spencer,  Shakespeare,  Milton,  Dryden, 
Pope,  Scott,  Wordsworth,  Longfellow,  and  Tennyson  will  be 
required.

At  the  Final  Honours  Examination  of  the  Academic  year  1902 — 
1903,  candidates  who  previously  have  made  85  or  upwards  out  of  a 
possible  100,  at  the  Preliminary  Honour's  Examination,  may  omit 
from  Division  (d),  in  their  preparation,  Paradise  Lost  and  Paradise 
Regained ;  and  other  candidates  may  substitute  for  the  latter  work,^ 
Chaucer's  Prologue  and  Tales.  In  doing  the  Shakespeare  work, 
candidates  will  find  Ransome's  Short  Study  of  Shakespeare  s  Plots 
helpful  and  suggestive.

At  the  Final  Honoius  Examination  of  the  Academic  year  of 
1901-1902,  candidates  who  have  passed  in  the  prescril)ed  works  of 
■Chaucer  at  the  said  January  Examinations  or  who  have  made  85  or 
upwards  out  of  a  possible  100  at  the  Preliminary  Honours  Exami- 
nation, and  who  are  taking  Division  (e),  may  omit  from  the  latter, 
in  their  preparation,  the  works  of  Bacon,  Sir  Thomas  Brown,  Sir 
Thomas  More,  Addison,  and  Edmund  Buike.  Special  stress  will 
this  year  be  laid  upon  the  prescribed  works  of  Newman. 

From  time  to  time  other  changes  may  be  made  in  the  Honours 
Syllabus  above  outlined,  but  notices  of  such  changes  will  usually  be 
given  one  year  before  they  take  effect. 

It  is  intended  to  provide  prizes  for  candidates  ol)taining  English 
Honours.     The  first  prize  for  1903  will  be  $1G0  ;  Second  Prize,  $60. 

Wherever  there  are  options  in  the  Honours  Curriculum,  a  can- 
didate shall  in  his  application  or  notice,  state  the  subjects  and 
works  upon  which  he  elects  to  be  examined.  To  obtain  an  Honours 
Certificate  and  prize,  a  candidate  must  make  7.5  points  out  of  a 
possible  lOtJat  both  Preliminary  and  Final.  A  candidate  who  passes 
well  on  all  but  one  paper,  may,  at  the  next  similar  Examination 
take  the  work  in  which  he  has  failed.  The  work  of  candidates  for 
English  Honours  will  be  valued  either  wholly  or  in  part  by  outside 
Professors,  or  other  competent  persons  not  connected  with  the  Col- 
lege. The  examiners  will  in  all  cases  be  instructed  to  allow  some- 
thing for  excellence  of  style,  and  for  scholarly  use  of  the  English 
anguage  by  the  candidate. 
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As  a  thorough  critical  study  is  required  of  a  few  works  only, 
candidates  for  Honours  are  reqviested  to  remember  that  they  will  be 
expected  to  be  very  familiar  with  these  works  in  every  particular, 
and  that  they  ought  to  complete  their  first  detailed  study  of  these 
so  early  in  the  Academic  year  as  to  enable  them  to  have  ample  time 
for  a  leisurely  review  of  the  whole  ground  immediately  before  the 
examinations. 

The  College  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  confer  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Letters  or  Master  of  Arts  on  such  graduates  as  may  dis- 
tinguish themselves  at  the  Honours  Examinations.

Continuation  of  the  study  of  direct  current  machines,  and  practi- 
cal designing  according  to  the  latest  methods  Students  will  be 
expected  to  design  and  make  the  complete  working  drawings  of  a 
direct  current  dynamo  or  motor. 

(b)  ALTERNATING  CURRENT  MACHiNERY.-This  branch  of  Elec- 
tricity will  be  taken  up  in  the  last  year  of  the  course  m  Electrical 
Eno-ineering.  Much  attention  will  be  given  to  the  theory  ot  alter- 
nating current  machinery,  and  the  effect  of  inductance  capacity 
and  frequency.  Also  to  the  generation  and  transmission  of  alternat- 
ing '^^3.'  The  latter  half  of  the  fourth  year  will  be  devoted  to 
the  designing  of  alternating  current  machinery.  Each  student 
mi'st  design  and  make  the  full  working  drawings  of  an  alternator 
and  transformer. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  make  actual  tests  of  transformers 
and  alternators,  finding  efficiency,  saturation  curves  and  armature 
"nductaniL  T^sts  willalso  be  made  of  the  efficiency  of  motors,  etc.

During  the  last  two  years'  great  improvements  have  been 
effected  in  the  Laboratory,  with  a  view  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  special  and  advaLcecl  scientific  work  which  the  University  has 
undertaken.  A  large  wing  has  been  added  to  the  College  build- 
ings, and  equipped  for  practical  work  in  the  various  departments 
of  P^ngineering.  The  new  building  is  HO  ft.  x  45  ft.,  with  a 
boiler  house  45  x  2(».  The  main  wing  is  of  brick,  three  stories, 
with  a  stone  basement  10  ft.  deep  The  boiler-house  is  also  of 
bri^k,  one  story  in  height,  with  a  stone  basement.  The  western 
half  of  the  basement  contains  the  engines,  dynamos,  automatic 
steam  pump,  and  other  heav}-  apparatus.  The  eastern  part  of 
the  basement,  and  part  of  the  first  story,  contain  work  rooms  for 
classes  in  Physics  and  Chemistry.  The  cabinet  of  Physics,  83 
ft.  X  22  ft.,  is  situated  on  the  first  fioor.  The  lecture  rooms  are 
situated  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  building,  taking  in  the  second 
and  part  of  the  first  story,  Aud  have  seats  arranged  in  theatre 
form.  The  experimental  tables  in  the  three  lecture  rooms  are 
supported  by  brick  piers  built  upon  hej>vy  concrete  foundations  in 
the  cellar,  in  order  to  ensure  perfect  stability  and  freedom  from 
vibration.  The  western  half  of  the  second  story  contains  rcoms 
for  draughting,  and  calnuets  for  specimens  in  mineralogy,  botany, 
etc.  Mr.  McDougall,  of  Antigonish,  had  the  contract  for  the 
building. 

The  large  steam  l)oiler  was  manufactured  by  I.  Matheson,  of 
New  Glasgow,  and  set  by  Mr.  S.  (J'Donoghue,  of  Antigonish. 
The  steam  heating  plant,  the  finest,  probably,  in  the  ^laritime 
Provinces,  was  erected  by  Messrs.  Blouin,  Desforges  &  Latourell, 
of  Montreal. 

Besides  the  apparatus  and  supplies  necessary  for  the  illustra- 
tion of  general  courses  in  Physics  and  Chemistry,  the  College  is 
now  furnished  with  apparatus  sutlicient  to  enable  the  Professors 
of  Engineering  to  do  excellent  w(  rk  in  their  several  departments.

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Tiicse  additions,  together  witli  the  electi'ic  lighting  plant, 
which  was  installed  in  the  College  buildings  a  niunbei-  of  years 
ago,  and  a  good  supply  of  testing  and  other  apparatus,  with  which 
the  Laboratory  has  been  supplied  from  year  to  year,  constitute  a 
very  complete  equipment  in  the  department  of  Electiical  Engineer- 
ing. 

A  fine  GO  II.  P.  Engine  was  manufactured  for  the  College  a 
year  ago  by  the  Goldie  &  3IcCulloch  Co.  The  Institution  also 
possesses  a  smaller  engine,  a  horizontal  tubular  boiler,  a  vertical 
do.,  a  large  and  ver}'  complete  steam  laundry  plant,  independent 
systems  of  steam  heating  and  hot  water  heating,  an  extensive 
l)lant  in  connection  with  the  water  system  of  the  Town  of  Antigo- 
nish,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  other  apparatus  and  machinery, 
including  tools  for  repairing  the  ilifferent  plants.  The  College 
retains  in  its  em.ploy  a  skilled  workman  of  long  experience, 
capable  of  assisting  in  the  work  shops  in  carrying  out  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  professors  of  Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering.

The  Library  consists  of  about  1500  volumes.  Over  fifty 
years  ago  a  student  named  .John  Kyan,  of  Halifax,  died  in  the 
Propaganda  College,  Rome.  In  his  will  he  bequeathed  his 
})roperry  to  the  Churcli  in  Nova  t-?eotia,  and  after  the  division  of 
the  province  into  two  dioceses,  that  of  Aiichat  (now  Antigouish) 
received  its  share  of  Mr.  Ryan's  bequest,  part  of  which  was  a 
large  library  purchased  in  Rome.  The  present  College  Library 
is  in  great  part  made  up  of  the  Ryan  collection  ;  but  botli  Bishop 
McKinnon  and  Lishop  Cameron  have  cuntributed  to  it  from  their 
own  libraries  many  valuable  works,.  The  late  Rov.  Alexander 
iMcLeod,  of  Aaisaig ;  Rev  .lohn  V.  McDonnell,  of  8t.  Andrews; 
Rev.  .lohn  (^uinan,  of  Main-a-l)ieu,  C.  B.  :  Rev.  John  Mc-' 
Dougall,  of  Red  Islands,  C.  B. ;  Rev.  Einlay  Chisholm,  of  Glace 
Bay,  C.  B.,  also  bequeathed  their  Libraries  to  the  College. 

Witli  the  formation  of  the  Association  of  Alumni,  a  new  era 
has  opened  for  this  department  of  the  College.  Each  alumnus  is 
expected  to  contribute  yearly,  and,  if  possible,  to  induce  some- 
body else  to  contribute  to  the  Library  or  to  the  Museum,  or 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  outdoor  and  indoor  sports. 
Alumni  and  othei'  fi'iends  of  the  College  are  respectfully  reminded 
that  the  Library  is  by  no  means  complete,  and  that  further  con- 
tributions of  books,  old  and  new,  will  be  gratefully  received.

interest  thereon  to  be  used  in  perpetnum  in  educating  young 
ecclesiastics  for  the  Diocese  of  Antigonish.  It  was  the  hrst

In  December,  1892,  A.  G.  Hamilton,  Esq.,  Collectoi  of 
Customs,  North  Svdney,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governors 
of  the  College,  S'il'oOO.OO  for  a  Bursary  in  memory  of  his  son 
Charles  F.  Hamilton,  the  proceeds  being  intended  to  educate 
deservincT  youns  men  for  the  Priesthood.  This  Bursary  will  be 
known  as  the  C.  F.  Hamilton  Memorial  Bursary  Bund. 

\  partial  Bursary  was  established  during  the  course  of  the 
year  181)(5  by  Miss  Catherine  Fitzgerald,  Linwood,  Antigonisli

In  1899  the  number  of  Bursaries  was  fuither  increased 
throucrh  the  gener-osity  of  the  late  Austin  Chisholm,  of  Lismore, 
Pictou  Co.,  who  bequeathed  S2000.00,  the  interest  et  which  goes 
"to  assist  in  the  education  of  one  or  two  students  of  Divinity  ot 
the  Diocese  of  Antigonish,  whom  the  teaching  faculty  otht. 
Francis  Xaxier's  College,  Antigonish,  may  deem  the  most  worthy 
and  needv  of  assistance." 

In  the  same  year  a  second  addition  was  made  by  request  ot 
the  late  Rev.  Finlay  Chisholm  of  Glace  Bay,  whose  executors 
handed  over  to  the  College  Treasurer  on  March  24th,  l-^yj, 
$240.00,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  assisting 
needv  students,  preferably  those  aspiring  to  the  Priesthood. 
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In  1899,  a  movement  in  aid  of  tlae  endowment  was  initiated 
by  the  Alumni  at  their  annual  meeting.

The  Skafi)i(j  Rink. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  scholastic  year,  11)01-1902,  an 
excellent  skating  rink  was  built  on  the  premises  or  St.  F.  X. 
College.  The  rink  is  160  feet  by  66,  with  a  walk  inside  eight 
feet  wide  which  serves  us  a  race  course  for.  the  students.  This 
leaves  a  surface  of  ice  144  feet  by  50.  The  building  is  pr.vided 
with  end  galleries,  dressing  rooms,  and  closets.  It  is  lighted 
from  the  College  dynamo,  the  galleries  and  dressing  rooms  by 
incandescent  lamps,  and  the  central  space  by  two  arc  lamps  of 
1  20U  candle  power  each.  The  building  has-been  so  constructed 
that  cold  air  can  l)e  conducted  through  shafts  in  order  to  ensure 
the  freezing  of  the  water  as  quickly  as  possible.

The  ninth  annual  meetingr  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  St. 
Francis  Xavier's  College  was  held  pursuant  to  notice,  at  9  o'clock, 
a  m.,  on  Thursday,  June  12,  1902.  Very  Rev  Dr.  Alex  Mac- 
donald,  V  G..  President  of  the  Association,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  the  hour  mentioned,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  duty 
of  his  otiice,  read  a  very  beautifully  worded  address  to  the  Aluinni 
on  the  progress  and  future  prospects  of  the  College. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  on 
motion  approved. 

The  \'ery  Rev.  President  then  requested  Dr.  Hush  Cameron, 
of  Maliou,  C.  R.,  to  take  the  chair,  which  he  did,  presiding 
during  the  remainder  of  the  session,  first  addressing  the  members 
at  considerable  length  upon  the  subject  of  the  precise  date  of  the 
founding  of  the  College,  and  the  question  whether  the  school 
established  in  Arichat  was  called  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College. 

The  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  re- 
ported that  the  Commi  tee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing amendments  and  additions  to  the  By-Laws,  of  which 
notice  had  been  given  at  the  meeting  of  the  preceding  year  : 

1.  That  section  31,  respecting  the  quorum,  be  amended  by 
substituting"  "twenty"  for  ''twenty-five"  where  it  occurs 
therein. 

2.  That  the  following  tub-sections  be  added  to  section  9  : 

"  (a)  The  P^xecutive  shall  have  power  to  remit  the  dues  of 
any  member  for  any  year  or  number  of  years,  whether  before  or 
after  the  same  become  due. 

''  (b)  If  the  dues  of  any  member  are  three  years  in  arrears, 
the  Secretary  shall  notify  him  of  that  fact,  and  the  notice  shall 
contain  a  copy  of  this  clau-e,  and  if  the  said  dues  remain  unpaid 
for  thi-ee  mouth*  after  such  notice,  such  monber  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  suspended  until  such  dues  be  paid." 

Th«^  Executive  further  reported  ihat  Dr.  Bernard  Francis, 
Sydney  Miies,  and  Dr.  Vincent  F.  Cunningham,  Sydney,  had 
l)een  elected  regular  members,  and  Messrs.  Bartholomew  Connors, 
Reserve  Mines,  Neil  J.  Gillis,  M.P.P.,  Henry  McDonald,  and  A. 
B.  McGillivray,  Glace  Bay,  Joseph  O'Toole,  Louisburg,  and 
Daniel  M.Curry,  Sydney,  Associate  Members,  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  on  -June  II,  19U2.  Also  that  the  Executive  recom- 
mended the  continuation  for  next  ycav  of  the  Alumni  Prizes  for 
system  and  order  offered  last  year. 

The  report  was  adopted  in  full. 
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The  Treasure!-  read  his  Annual  Report,  shewing  a  balance 
of  S267.45  in  favour  of  the  Association.  The  report  was  adopt- 
ed. 

On  motion,  the  following  were  elected  members  of  the 
Association  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  meeting.  Regular  mem- 
bers, Rev.  Chas.  E  McManus,  Sheet  Harbor,  and  John  F.  Sears, 
Antigonish;  Associate  members,  Rev  John  Cameron,  Sydney;

Conetitution  anb  IBvc^t^we  of  tbe  Hluinni 
association. 

This  Association  shall  Vie  known  as  the  Alvmini  Association  of 
St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  and  shall  be  under  the  patrcniage  of 
His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Antigonish. 


No.  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  the  interests  of  St.  F.  X.  College. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

2.  The  Association  shall  consist  of  ordinary  and  associate 
members.    ' 

ORDINARY  MEMBERS. 

3.  Those  eligible  for  ordinary  menibershp  shall  be  (a)  all 
graduates  of  the  College,  (b)  all  who  have  been  at  any  time  students 
of  the  College,  and  who  have  permanently  discontinued  their  studies 
thereat;  (c)  all  who  have  been  or  are  professors  in  the  College. 

ASSOCIATE   MEMBERS. 

Persons  not  eligible  for  membership  under  Section  3  may  be 
elected  Associate  members. 

ADMISSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

5.  Graduates  of  St.  F.  X.  College  may  become  ordinary 
members  by  making  written  intimation  of  their  intention  to  the 
Secretary,  and  by  paying  a  fee  of  $1.00,  which  shall  cover  all  dues 
f oi'  the  first  year. 

6.  The  election  of  other  persons  eligible  for  ordinary  member- 
ship shall  be  committed  to  the  Executive.  Candidates  shall  make 
written  application  to  the  Secretary  ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  bring 
the  application  before  the  Executive  at  its  fli-st  meeting  after 
receipt  thereof.  The  election  of  the  candidate  shall  be  decided  by 
ballot,  due  notice  having  been  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Executive 
that  such  election  is  to  be  held.  Three  dissenting  votes  shall  involve 
rejection.  The  general  meeting  of  the  organization  shall  have 
power  to  elect  by  ballot  any  j^eison  (jualified  for  membership. 

7.  The  election  of  Associate  memliers  shall  also  be  connnitted 
to  the  Executive.  Candidates  must  be  proposed  in  writing  by  a 
member  of  the  Executive  at  a  meeting  thereof.  The  election  of  the 
candidate  shall  be  decided  on  by  ballot,  due  notice  having  been  sent 
to  the  members  that  such  election  is  to  be  held.  One  dissenting 
vote  shall  involve  rejection. 


PAYMENTS   HY   MEMBERS. 

8.  (ii)  I^]xct'pt  as  lu'ifinufter  provided,  all  memliers  shall  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  either  an  annual  fee  of  Two  Dollars,  payable  on  or 
before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting,  or  a  fee  of  Twenty  Dollars 
to  become  life  members. 

(b)  Graduates  shall  pay  on  I  e('(  ming  numbers  the  fee  of  .$1.(;<) 
and  no  further  fee  shall  be  recpiired  of  them  for  foiu-  years  .succeed- 
ing their  graduation. 

(c)  Sub-section  (b)  shall  apply  to  graduates  of  1896  and  all 
graduates  thereafter. 

(d)  The  executive  connnittee  may  at  its  discretion  in  special 
cases  extend  the  period  of  four  years  mentioned  in  sub-section  (b). 

9.  Members  who  are  in  arrears  for  their  annual  fees  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  exercise  the  privileges  of  membership,  as  set  forth  in 
Sections  10  and  11. 

(a)  The  Executive  shall  have  power  to  remit  the  dvies  of  any 
member  for  any  year  or  number  of  years,  whether  before  or  after 
the  same  become  due. 

(b)  If  the  dues  of  any  member  are  three  years  in  arrears,  the 
Secretary  shall  notify  him  of  that  fact,  and  the  notice  shall  contain 
a  copy  of  this  clause,  and  if  the  said  dues  remain  unpaid  for  three 
months  After  such  notice,  such  member  shall  be  deemed  to  be  sus- 
pended until  such  dues  be  paid. 

PRIVILEGES   OP   MEMBERS. 

10.  Ordinary  members  shall  have  the  right  of  speaking  and 
voting  at  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  that  of  holding  any 
office  to  which  they  may  be  elected. 

11.  Associate  members  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  ordinary 
members,  except  that  of  voting  on  resolutions  to  change  these 
Laws,  and  those  restricted  by  these  laws  to  ordinary  members. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  elect  annually  two 
Governors,  who  with  the  Governors  otherwise  appointed,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Board  of  Governors  of  St.  F.  X.  College.  These  Govern- 
ors shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

OFFICERS   AND   EXECUTIVE. 

18.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents  and  a  Secretary-Treasurer. 

14.  The  Executive  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Associ- 
ation, together  with  seven  other  members,  but  the  majority  of  the 
Executive  shall  consist  of  ordinary  members. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Executive  at  which  he  may 
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Represent;  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  interests  (jrf 
the  Association,  and  to  discharge  such  other  functions  as  may  be 
reqnii-ed  of  him  by  these  Laws. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Vice  Pi-esidents  to  assist  the 
President  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  In  his  absence  from 
meetings  that  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  present,  who  was  first  in 
the  order  of  their  election,  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-Presidents,  some  meml)er  shall  be  elected  Chair- 
man. 

17.  It  shali  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary -Treasiirer  to  attend 
all  meetings,  both  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive,  and  U> 
keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  to  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Association,  to  give  notice  of  all  meetings,  both  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  of  the  Executive,  and  to  draw  up  for  each  Annual 
Meeting  a  written  repoi-t  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  during- 
the  year. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Seci'etai-y-Treasurer  to  keep  a 
proper  account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  produce  his  account  books  properly  posted  up  when  re- 
(piired  by  the  Executive,  and  shall  present  to  the  AssociaMon  at 
its  Annual  Meeting  a  balance  sheet  and  report,  signed  by  two 
auditors,  who  shall  have  been  elected  by  the  Association. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  cai-ry  into  effect  aW 
resolutions  of  the  Association,  to  provide  for  the  profitable  invest- 
ment of  funds,  and  genei-ally  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Association. 

'20.  The  ofificers  and  f)ther  members  of  the  Executive  shall  be 
elected  annually  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  in  the  manner  specified  in 
Section  25. 

21.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Kxeeiitive  may  lie  filled  up 
by  the  Execiitive. 

22.  The  duties  of  the  officers  and  other  members  of  the 
Executive  shall  terminate  at  the  ccmclusion  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ELECTION  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

23.  The  election  of  the  two  persons  to  be  mendiers  of  "The 
Board  of  Governors  of  St.  P.  X.  College,"  shall,  if  more  than  two 
persons  be  nominated,  be  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each 
year,  and  a  certificate  of  their  appointment  shall  be  given  them 
under  the  hand  of  tlie  President  and  Secretary -Treasurer. 

24.  In  the  event  of  the  death  oi-  resignation  of  any  such  mem- 
ber or  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Executive  may,  if 
tliey  see  fit,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  election 
of  their  successors,  and  the  person  or  persons  thus  elected  shall  hold 
office  during  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  their  predecessors

ELECTION   OF   OTHER   OFFICERS   AND   MEMBERS   OF  THE    EXECUTIVE. 

25.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary-Treasiu-er,  and 
•other. members  of  the  Executive,  shall  lie  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  from  iimong  candidates  nominated  at  that  iuee:ing.  The 
-election  shall  be  conducted  by  ballot,  unless  the  meeting  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  choose  some  other  method. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   ASSOCIATION. 

26.  The  Association  shall  hold  one  general  meeting  in  each 
year,  in  the  College  Hall,  on  one  of  the  days  of  the  closing  exercises 
>of  the  College,  or  such  other  day  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Executive 
Oommittee,  of  which  day  the  Secretary  shall  give  a  fortnight's; 
aiotice  to  the  members  of  the  Association. 

27.  The  order  of  business  of  tJie  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  a> 
follows : 

(1).  Reading  of  Minutes. 

(2).  President's  Address. 

(.3).  Report  of  the  Executive, 

(4).  Ti-easurer's  Report. 

(5).  General  Business. 

(6),  Election  of  Officers,   other  members  of  the  Executive, 
Representative  Governors,  and  Auditors. 

28.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the 
Executive  at  any  time,  provided  five  days'  notice  (exclusive  of  the 
day  of  mailing^  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such  meetings  be 
given  by  circular  to  each  member  by  the  Secretary. 

29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  a  special  meet- 
ing on  receipt  of  a  requisition  to  that  effect,  signed  by  at  least  ten 
ordinary  members,  and  specifying  the  object  for  Which  sUch  meet' 
ing  is  desired.  Should  the  Piesident  fail  to  do  so  within  five  days, 
any  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  hax^e  the  right  to  call  such 
meeting. 

3").  No  business  shall  be  transacted  ^t  a  special  meeting  unless 
notice  has  been  given  thereof  in  the  circular. 

31.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Association  twenty  members  shall 
form  a  quorum.  Every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  one  vote : 
but  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

MEETING   OF  THE   EXECUTIVE. 
32.     Meetings  of  the  Executive  may  be  called  at  any  time   bj* 
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tne  President  (or  in  his  absence  V)y  any  of  the  A'ice-Presidents), 
provided  two  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such 
meetings  be  given  to  the  members. 

33.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Executive  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  to  that  effect,  signed  V)y 
at  least  three  members  thereof,  and  specify  the  object  for  which 
such  meeting  is  desired.  Should  the  President  fail  to  do  so,  any 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  have  the  right  to  call  such  meeting. 

34.  At  meetings  of  the  Executive,  three  members  shall  foim  a 
quorum.  Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  but  in  the 
case  of  an  eqviality  of  votes,  the  chairman  shall  have  a  second  or 
casting  vote. 

ADDKESSS   OF   MEMBERS. 

35.  Each  applicant  for  membeiship  shall,  in  his  application  for 
n  embership,  give  his  address,  and  shall  promptly  notify  the  Secre- 
tary of  any  change  thereof,  and  all  notices  required  by  these  Bye- 
Laws  shall  be  sufficiently  given  if  mailed  in  due  time  to  such 
address,  postage  prepaid 

PUBLICATIONS. 

36.  A  report  of  the  financial  condition  and  the  work  of  the 
Association  shall  be  published  annually,  and  sent  to  all  members  of 
the  Association. 

ALTERATION   OF   LAAVS. 

37.  These  laws  cannot  be  altered  or  amended,  except  at  an 
Anniial  Meeting,  and  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds  of  the  ordinary 
members  present,  and  unless  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given, 
either  at  the  previous  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  or  by 
circulars  mailed  to  each  member  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the 
meeting  at  which  such  change  is  proposed  to  be  made.  Provided 
that,  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  any  clause  of  the 
Constitution  or  Bye-Laws  may  be  suspended  or  amended,  or  any 
clause  added  thereto,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  meeting. 

NOTANDA. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Association  that  each  member  should 
endeavour  to  contribute  annually  some  specimen  or  object  of  inter- 
est to  the  College  Museum,  sotne  work  to  the  College  Library,  or 
something  to  the  Laboratory,  the  Gynmasium,  or  the  College 
Athletic  Association.  A  list  of  such  contributions  will  l>e  published 
annually  in  the  Calendar. 

To  accentuate  the  social  aspect  of  the  meeting  of  old  students,  it 
was  resolved  to  make  an  annual  Alumni  Dinner  a  feature,  of  each 
yearly  gathering. 

The  expenses  of  this  dinner  are  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  genera 
funds  of  the  Association.
